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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a disclosure in the specification to asserted utility or a well established 
utility. 

Claim 14 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, since the 
claimed invention is not supported by either a mechanism to support the asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know 
how to make the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Smith et al- 
6,569,002. 

As to claims 1-3, 8-9, 16, and 19-20, Smith-'Q02 (Figs. 1-3, line 25, col. 6 to line 35, col. 
7, for example) discloses a sanding device can be used for dermabrasion comprising 
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fram/housing 16 having a support surface (Fig. 1), cylindrical abrasive surface adapted over 
oscillatory shaft 50 oscilating within support surface. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all . 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-7, 10-11, 13-15, 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Smith et al-6,569,002. 

As to claims 4-6, Smith-'002 substantially discloses the claimed invention, except for the 
interchangeable abrasive pieces or a double face abrasive piece or a massage surface. 
However, these configurations are well known in the art. For example, Smith-'983 discloses 
removable interchangeable abrasive pieces placed over shaft 50 for abrading. It would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide any embodiment of lgnon-'983 the features 
as recited in the claims as these features are well known. 

As to claims 7, 13 and 15, Smith-'002 substantially discloses the claimed invention, 
except for the U-shaped element of support surface. However, changing shape of an element 
and orientation of an element of a device are within level of one of ordinary skill in the art. It 
would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide lgnon-'983 device with a U-shaped 
support element as this would merely involve a change in shape of the support element and an 
inclined axis of oscillation relative to the axis of housing as this would merely involve a change 
in orientation of an element of Smith-'002 device. 
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As to claims 10-11, Smith-'002 substantially discloses the claimed invention, except for 
the speed variation of oscillation between 0.5 to 200 oscillations per minute. However, vary an 
oscillation speed in an oscillation range for more choices of dermabrasion is well known in the 
art. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide lgnon-'983 device with 
variation of oscillation speed as recited in the claims to provide more choices for dermabrasion.

Claims 12 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
